With the happy accord that has now been reached, the 
stage is set for imparting a new dimension and renewed 
strength to the programmes designed to bring a better life 
to the people of Jammu and Kashmir. 




The dialogue which has brought about this change has 
been long and at times, arduous. But every efEort has been 
made in the last three years to promote Development with 
Dialogue, as the hard facts and figures in this booklet will 
reveal. 

While we look forward to a future of still greater promise 
—and while we contend with our current concerns or the 
many pressing pre-occupations of the present—^it will 
behove us also to pause and look back on the many signifi¬ 
cant gains of the past in the field of development in this 
State. So, here are some glimpses. 

POWER: 

It is widely recognised that if there is a single determi¬ 
nant of economic growth, it is Power. Hence Power 
occupies a strategic plank in our development programmes.

IRRIGATION : 

Apart from the Minor irrigation sector, the Tawi Lift 
Irrigation Scheme was commissioned some months ago. 

A major project—the Ravi Irrigation Project— is being 
started which will irrigate over a lakh acres. 


Nett irrigated area has increased from 6.44 lakh acres to 
7.06 lakh acres. 

animal husbandry : 

Sheep Husbandry in particular, has yielded very 
encouraging results. 

The Merino breed has improved not only the quality of 
wool but the yield by three or four times. 

In the last three years or so, output has gone up from 
11 lakh Kgs. to something like 14 lakh Kgs.; and at the 
end of the current Plan it should rise to 18 lakh Kgs. 


LAND REFORMS: 

Land Reforms provide the back-bone to our schemes for 
the Socio-economic transformation of our rural areas where 

BO^c of our people live. 

J & K was the first State to adopt Land Reforms, abolish 
9000 landed estates and release 4,50.000 acres for distri¬ 
bution to tillers of the soil. 

This was done in 1950. 


In the year 1972, another big push was given to Land 
Reforms—abolishing absentee landlordism. 

An estimated 700,000 acres is reverting to tenants, bene¬ 
fiting some 13,00,000. 

INDUSTRY : 

There is a new stir in evidence in the Industrial sphere : 

Against the only existing Cement Factory of 60 ton 
capacity (Wuyan), a new one is already under construction 
(at Khrew) which will be ten times the capacity i. e. 600 
tons. 

Yet another is projected for Basohli for another 600 
or even 750 tons. 

A new Joinery Mills being set up in Jammu. 

A 100% increase in capacity of the Rosin and Turpen¬ 
tine Factory made some months ago. 

A 50% increase in capacity of the Government 
Spinning Mills, also made some months ago. 

A Wool Combing Plant being started in Jammu this 
year. 

Of the four major Public Sector Corporations—J. K. I., 
J. K, M., S. I. D. C. O. and Handicrafts Corp>oration, three 
have turned the corner and started earning modest profits. 

J. K. Industries increased the value of their production 
from Rs. 2.68 crores to Rs. 5.59 crores in five vears

Even J. K. Minerals will achieve the record output of 
45,000 tonnes of Coal once only 18,000. Its output went up 
in five years from a value of 62 lakhs to 120 lakhs. 

S. I. D. C. O. expanded the supply and sale of raw 
material to Small Scale Industries from a mere Rs 3 23 
lakhs—four years ago—to 163 lakhs. 

Handicrafts Corporation achieved a 100% increase 
in sales in the same period. 
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The Lumbering Undertaking has achieved a record 
sale and earning this year. 

The State Financial Corporation has increased its 
assistance mani-fold, diversified its activities and done so 
at profit.

Vegetable oil ... from 6000 qtls. to 50,000 qtls. 

Kerosene oil ... from 86,00,000 litres to 

280,00,000 litres. 

Meat (Sheep & Goat)... from 1,90,000 to 6,00,000 Nos. 

Sugar ... from 1,65,000 qtls. to 

2,63,000 qtls.
